Tile cleaning of nearly nine miles 
of water mains under the streets of 
j Gettysburg was 
begun 
Friday by 
| the Gettysburg water company. The 
I work is being done by the National 
j water main cleaning company of 
j New York under contract with the 
utility company. 
All the water mains In the town, 


I with the exception of the 12-inch 
I main on Baltimore street which ex- 


j tends through the 
first 
block of 
Chamtxrsburg street, will be freed 
of the corrosive substance that has 
formed on the inside of the pipes— 
known 
as 
tuberculation. 
The 
mains that are to be cleaned mea­ 
sure eight, six. four and three Inches 
in 
diameter 
and 
approximately 
45.CKK) feet in length. The task will 
require about eight weeks. 
The water company is reported to 
be spending about $7,000 in the op­ 
eration which is being conducted for 
the puniest* of increasing the vol­ 
ume of water available through the 
mains resulting in greater protec­ 
tion in case of fire. 
Firemen Test Water Supply 
Tests made by 
the 
Gettysburg 
fire company early this summer re­ 
vealed an inadequate water supply 
at several points in 
the 
borough 
with the most serious shortage ex­ 
isting on Seminary ridge. 
Firemen 
demonstrated the 
effect 
of 
the 
water shortage to George W, Nay­ 
lor. manager 
of 
the 
Gettysburg 
water company, who promised the 
utility would take action to remedy 
thq condition. The operation begun 
here Friday is in compliance with 
that promise. 
Mr Naylor 
explained 
that the 
removal of the 
corrosive material, 
which Ls in no sense a 
sediment 
from the water, will increase the 
capacity of the mains. 
The work 
is expected to have little effect on 
the pressure of the water in the 
mains. But the pressure is held to 
be of small relative importance in 
case of emergency by fire as long as 
the volume of the supply is ade­ 
quate. the manager said. 
Before the work was begun tho 
water company 
official 
had indi­ 
cated to council that lf the cleaning

Idealists are not always practical, but they lay a foundation over which 
a practical way is finally achieved. Cunningham e G raham was an idealist, 
and although he lived to a grand old age, still was he born far out of his 
time. 
All idealists are. 
G ladstone was. 
Wilson was. 
Bryan was. t But 
many of the fine ideals th a t these men fought so gallantly to attain are 
now a part of the established order of today. 
Benjamin Franklin was an idealist, as well as an eminently practical 
man. It was F ranklin who once said th a t “there never was a flood war, 
nor a bad peace." Perhaps Woodrow Wilson was inspired in his plan of a 
"League of Nations" by Franklin’s utterance long before where he said 
th at what the world needed was a “League of U nderstanding.”

Holton ias, Sneezeworts 
And Dahlias Also 
Useful in Sept. 
Gardens.

Gardeners 
who 
have 
faithfully 
cared for their gardens through the 
summer heat and drought will enjoy 
a garden of abundant bloom in Sep­ 
tember. For September is as rich in 
a variety of showy border plants as 
any other month, and it is not diffi­ 
cult to produce interesting and beau- 
tiful color effects, 
For the background of the border 
there are numerous tall plants which 
are typical of the month of Septem­ 
ber. Foremost among these are the 
hardy asters, or Michaelmas daisies. 
OI the many fine varieties the fol­ 
lowing are outstanding for Septem­ 
ber bloom: Skyland's queen, pale 
blue, royal blue, deep blue and Sam 
Benham, white. 
The Boltonias, with sturry pink- 
and-w hite flowers, are often m istak­ 
en tor asters. Boltonia asteroids has 
masses of white daisies and, grow­ 
ing five to seven feet high, is a plant 
for the background of a wide border. 
Boltonia latisquanna does not grow 
as high and is better suited for the 
small garden. The dainty pink flow­ 
ers are charm ing in arrangements. 
Sneezeworts Attractive 
The sneezeworts iHelenium) in the 
fall colors of gold, bronze and red, 
are among the most attractive of 
Septem ber’s offerings. 
Tile taller 
growing sorts produce a rich effect 
if used generously in the rear of the 
border with blue and purple asters, 
or with the blue sages, Salvia, azu- 
rea and Pitcher!.

Both anemones and monks­ 
hoods resent disturbance and a per­ 
manent location should be chosen 
for them when planting. 
The blue spirea (Caryopteris mas- 
tacanthus superbus) is a shrubby 
perennial which will make a beau­ 
tiful showing in the border. 
The 
plants grow two to three feet high 
and naturally branching freely form 
a bushy, attractive plant. The whorls 
of flowers, arranged in tiers along 
the stems, are of soft blue, pink or 
white. 
Unfortunately the hardiness 
of the Caryopteris is questionable. 
Like the butterfly bush (Buddleia) it 
is killed to the ground during North­ 
ern winters and if the winters are 
unusually severe may be killed en­ 
tirely. However, the plants are eas­ 
ily grown from seed, and plants from 
seed sown last April are now coming 
into flower. 
For the foreground of the Septem­ 
ber border no plant is more beauti­ 
ful than the China aster, particular­ 
ly the daisylike singles and the sun­ 
shine asters.

Shown by Motion Pictures 


Films Presented at Harvard Tercentenary Disclose Fiery 
Balls Being Shot Like “Roman Candles" 
Into Space. 


Cam bridge, Mass., Sept. 5 (A P)— J servatory, direct photographs of the 
S torm s of fire on th e sun an d “ro ­ 
m an 
candle” 
discharges 
of 
fiery 
balls th e size ol th e e a rth sh o t to 
heights of 100.000 m iles, discovered 
in th e last few weeks by m otion pic­ 
tures. were show n a t th e H arvard 
tercen ten ary Friday. 
In Its study of m an, th e te rc e n ­ 
ten ary heard Dr. Jo h n Dewey, of 
Colum bia U niversity, declare th a t 
individualism as previously know n is 
finished an d th a t “organized in te l­ 
ligence” appears to offer th e only 
way out of econom ic an d social 
troubles. 
Sir A rthur Stanley E ddington, one 
of th e 
forem ost E nglish astro n o ­ 
m ers, 
united 
E instein’s 
relativity 
an d quan tu m m echanics to show 
th a t th e universe did not originate 
in th e sort of prim eval explosion 
w hich has been assum ed since g reat 
telescopes discovered th a t it a p p e a r­ 
ed to be expanding like a bubble. 
Proposes New Mystery 
Dr. 
Tullio 
Levi-C ivita, 
Ita lia n 
m ath em atician , 
proposed 
a 
new 
m ystery discovered in tw in sta rs by 
use of th e Einstein relativity theory. 
Tw in sta rs are suns close to g eth er 
revolving around each o th er, th e ir 
w eights about th e sam e. 
T h eir orbits, he calculated, m ust 
be revolving w ith th e a p p a re n t re ­ 
su lt th a t these pairs m ay be ex ­ 
pected to recede from e a rth w ith 
increasing velocities. 
T he sun s storm s were discovered 
only two weeks ago. 
T hey were 
show n by Dr. Heber D. C urtis, of th e 
U niversity of M ichigan. 
T h e p ic­ 
tu res were tak en a t th e M cM ath ob- 


sun m ade by th e screening out of 
all rays except those from in c a n ­ 
descent gases of calcium , hydrogen 


or helium . 
Above Edge of Sun 
The storm s were seen above th e 
edge of th e sun. 
In clear atm o ­ 
sphere there, clouds of calcium gas 
form ed 100.000 m iles above th e solar 
surface. 
T ile clouds descended in 
stream ers like fogs of fire to th e 
surface. 
A fterw ard huge je ts of 
flame and projectiles of gas shot 
outw ard a n d upw ard from th e su n ’s 
surface. 
"We see,” said D octor C urtis, d e­ 
scribing 
o th er 
explosions, 
“great 
fiery jets of m a tte r shooting o u t 
from su n -sp o t or o th e r disturbed 
areas at speeds reaching IOO m iles 
or more per second. T hey com e one 
after an o th er like th e successive d is­ 
charges of a rom an candle. 
Flames 5,000 Miles High 
"We see great areas of low er-lying 
prom inences (flam es) perhaps 5.000 
m iles high. w here th ey are blown 
sidewise by some gust or a ttra c tio n 
like a fire in a field of w h eat.” 
The hot b reath th a t blows these 
tops, D octor C urtis said, m ay have 
a velocity of fifty m iles a second.

are 
glowing gas; usually oval. 
M any 
are 1,000 m iles long an d 200 to 300 
m iles thick. 
A few are th e e a rth ’s 
size. 
They are about as dense as th e 
gas inside an electric light bulb.
